In pursuance of information, 
and In reasonable belief that the tins were containing some contraband goods, 
the Customs and Central Excise Officers examined the tins with the permission 
of Railway authorities, and recovered 1027 babbins of Radiant yarn valued

5. The owner concerned Is also Informed that the aforesaid goods have been 
seized in the reasonable belief that they are smuggled one, and the burden of 
proving It otherwise lies on him as contemplated under Section 123 of the Customs 
Act.
